Jack Mason, or Mitchell, a brother of the 
Mason involved in the inquiry, worked 
between July and November, 1902, at the 
Planters’ Hotel, this city. 

Detectives shadowed this man, as ft was 
believed: that Richardson and his brother 
had several confederates in St. Louis. 

But Mitchell eluded the detectives by 
going, it is said, to New York. 

About six months ago Mason and Mitch- 
ell were tried on the charge of fraudulent 
insurance practices at El Paso, but the 
prosecution decided to dismiss fhe case in 
order to try themgon the graver charge

agreed in 1891 to pay for a Clark avenue 
bridge whenever the city ordered such a 
bridge. 

An ordinance providing for the bridge 
was passed by the assembly but the Ter- 
minal Association resisted payment of the 
$150,000 on: account of technical defect in 
the ordinances and won its case in the 
courts. It has always been held morally 
indebted to the city, however, for the 
amount, and Councilman Gibson declared 
before the Council that the association had 
saved $100,000 by fighting off payment of 
the money until now. 

The railroad committee accepted Pres!- 
dent Hornsby’s amendments to limit the 
term of the franchise to 3 years and to 
require completion of the elevated loop in 
12 months and they were unanimously 
passed. 

Terminal Saves 

$500,000 by This Vote. 

“The Terminal Association asks this 
franchise,” said President Hornsby, “on 
the theory that it needs it for World's 
Fair business. Then it must be completed 
by next June, which will be 12 months 
hence. Completion 15 months hence won't 
do the World's Fair any good.” 

President Hornsby's amendment to 
change the route of the elevated, re- 
moving it from the levee and compelling 
the use of private property, brought on 
the first real fight of the session. It was 
finally voted' down by a’‘viva voce vote. 

The amendment provided that the pro- 
posed elevated run over private property 
which the Terminal must acquire from 
Chestnut to Valentine streets, thus leaving 
the levee open. Councilman Hornsby es- 
timated that it would cost the Terminal 
half a million to get the property, and he 
thought thir should take the place of 
money compensation to the city, as the use 
of the levee was more important to the city 
than any money that could be paid it. 

Councilman Boyce replied that the ele- 
vated loop could not be completed in a 
year if the Terminal was required to buy 
several blocks of property. President 
Hornsby said the property could be con- 
demned and the Terminal take possession 
'n less than thre months and jin the mean- 
time it could begin construction of the 
tracks which sre to be over city property. 

President Hornshy said in part: 

“The bill as it now stands provides that 
eievatel tracks shall exist. on the levee. 
ne effect of my amendment will be thet 
the levee would be incumbered with these 
tracks for a space of only three or four 
biecks instead of five or six. as the bill 
originally provides. I wish to say that I 
appreciate as much as anyone else the 
necessity of additional terminal facilities 
for St. Louis and I am in hearty sym- 
pathy with any move which will increase 
the termina! facilities of St. Louisjat a 
reasonable cost to the city and to the 
cigens.

Rather than risk losing this, they 
insisted that the amendments for compen- 
gation and protection for shippers should 
be left off. 

As passed by the Council the bill gives 
away to the Terminal! a franchise to build 
an elevated loop connecting Eads Bridge 
with the levee elevated and also to double 
the width of the fevee elevated from Chest- 
mut street to Seventh street, making it four 
tracks instead of two. 

These tracks will occupy the levee, im- 
peding traffic there from Eads Bridge to 
Plum street. President Hornsby of the 
Council’ estimated that the grant SAVED

Seven of her children 
died of black diphtheria in four days eight 
years ago. 

Mrs. Bonebright, in 
change of fortune, said: : 

“Tl was sick all day Thursday. Joy made 
me sick. I did not think that I should 
ever have moncy again. I didn’t have any 
friends, it seemed. I don't make friends 
easily. I have met many persons at the 
church I attend, but I never became well 
acquainted with them. 

“T was well and strong until I was hurt 
by the street car. That kept me fromrearn- 
ing my living. T can do all sorts of work. 
I do all my own sewing. - But when my 
strength was gone I didn’t know ‘what 
to dv. 

“Now, that I am to receive money.I ex- 
pect to go back to Denver, where I. have 
friends.

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Weight Is Against the Real 
Favorite in Memorial 
Stake. 

_ BY R. D. WALSH. 


FAIR GROUNDS, May 30.—Memorial day 
at the Fair Grounds will be celebrated by 
the running of the stake of that name. It 
is a handicap at five and one-half fur- 
longs and will have a gross value of near- 
ly $2000. 

It is for 3-year-olds and upwards. 

The race was inaugurated in 1892, at 
which time the distance was a mile, and 
was won by W. H. Babb’s clever horse 
Guido. From 1894 to 1897 the distance was 
a mile and an eighth, and in 1898 it was 
changed to five and one-half furlongs, its 
present distance. 

Besides Guido, some crack thoroughbreds 
have won this event, including Ethel Gray, 
Ray 8., Assignee, Fireside, Maud Gonner 
and A. D. Gibson. The record for the race 
at the present distance is held by Maud 
Gonne, who covered the route in 1:07. 

This is also the track record for five and 
one-half furlongs. There is no danger that 
this record will be disturbed today, as the 
track will be slow. 

The race today is a very open one. Nine 
of the eligibles are carded to start, and 
four of them are horses of acknowledged 
merit and speed. 

The condition of the track will make no 
difference, as far as the chances of each 
candidate is concerned, as they are all par- 
tial to soft going. Scorpio, Frank Bell, 
Santa Ventura and Sylvia Talbot are all 
first-class mudders and may be depended 
upon to run well under these conditions. 

With anything like even weights, Sylvia 
Talbot would win this race to a certainty. 
Bhe is the best sprintér in the West just 
now, at this distance, but she has a very 
severe handicap. She has won all her vic- 
tories in commanding fashion, but weight 
would beat the best horse that ever ran. 

According to the scale Sylvia is asked to 
concede 18 pounds to such a good horse as 
Frank Bell, and 31 pounds to Santa Ven- 
tura. If she can successfully do this she 
is worth more than $10,000, at which she 
is held by her owner, Mr. Schreiber. 


I have a high regard for Sylvia and I 
think she is a speed marvel, but I do not 
believe she can concede all this weight 
to older horses and win. She may win, 
however, on her class, and her victory 
would be a popular one. In order to do so 
she will have to run the race of her life.

Suppose, for instance, you rub your damp- 
ened tinger on the glass just under one of 
the arms of the cross; the cross will not 
move. But rub it between any two arms 
and the cross will begin to turn slowly, as 
if by magic, and will not stop turning until 
one of the arms reaches a point immedi- 
ately over the place you are rubbing.
